However, the jesearchers speculated that recent advances since 
their figures were gathered may have lengthened survival still farther. 

Sickle cell anemia is an inherited blood disease that occurs mostly 
among blacks. Victims’ red blood cells are misshapen, reducing their 
ability to carry o.xygen.
